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Finding a Ticker Symbol 



> Understanding Stock Entries 

In each stock entry there are always 
three pieces of information pertain- 
ing to the stock: the stock's ticker 
symbol (e.g., FEP), the name of the 
stock (e.g., Franklin Electronic Pub. 
Inc.), and the exchange that it is 
traded on (.AMEX, NASDAQ, or 
NYSE). The name of the stock may 
also show whether or not the stock 
is preferred or is a warrant, as well 
as showing the stock's series, if it 
applies. 

> Moving between Menu Items 

From within a stock entry, you can 
hold QT) and press to go to the 
next stock entry, or hold Q0 and 
press ^jK to go to the previous one. 



Searching by the Stock 
Name 



You can also search by the stock's name. 

1. Press (^*) . 

2. Highlight the Name menu. 

3. Type the letters of the desired stock 
name, until it is highlighted (e.g.. 
Franklin Electronic Pub. Inc.). 
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To erase letters press (hack). 

4. Press (j^).
